Claims 25-40 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on September 24, 2008 has been acknowledged and has 
been entered into the application file.

The information Disclosure Statement filed on July 24, 2008 has been 
considered by the Examiner. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 15 and 16 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sham et al. (WO 97/21683 A1). 

Applicant has deleted the claims and has not reintroduced the anticipated subject 
matter in the new claims presented, therefore the rejection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claims 1-3, 21 , and 23-24 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hale et al. (WO 00/76961 A1 ) in view of Sham et al. (WO 
97/21 683 A1). 

Applicant has deleted the claims and has not reintroduced the unpatentable 
subject matter in the new claims presented, therefore the rejection is withdrawn.
